The Presse of Vienna states that the strange. 
shall we say fatal, step just tazen by Austria ond 
Prussin, ig the fruit of n compromise with the 
Small Germans. The paternity of this compromise 
js ascribed te M. de Beuat, the Soxon. Premier ; 
who, not liking the sensation of being left out in 
the cold by the two Great “Germans, has. devised 
“a meaua of bringing all the German States back 
into one boat. The means are these. The Small 
Germans, 6n their’ part, are to set aside fhe mo- 
tion of one of themselves, which was hostile to 
‘Austria and Prussia; and Austria and Prussia, in 
return for this great favour, are to. tarry out the 
unjustifiableinvasion of Schleawig exclusivelyin a 
federal sense, and nbovo oll things not to accept 
any base of negotiations without the formal as- 
sent of the Confederation. _ If this be true, here 
we have tho key to the savage refusal of the fair 
request of Denmark fortime. But. while.we can- 
not imagine the motive and reasons which led 
Austrin and Pruesia to commit an act. casting 
doubts on their sincerity, we aro not prepared 
to accept this Vienneso, although it does afford an 
explanation of a proceeding which may lead to the 
worst consequences. For under the terms of this 
alleged compromise, A striaand Prussia must either. 
be the Diet, or the instruments of the Diet. In 
the former cnx they can carry out their own 
policy certain-of support. 

will be under the mischievous. orders of the 
Frankfort gentlemen, and liable to find their own 
policy set at: nought. 

But as Austria ‘and Prussia bave ventured on 
‘a course inimical to the peace-of Europe, likely 
to lead to a great war and to revolutions, in- 
volving in its train the fate of Hungary and Veno- 
tia, of Rhine and the Danube, it matters litte 
what terina they may hare made with the Dict, 
‘or whether they have made any’ terms at all. It 
in of no consequence whether the Viennesestory 
be true or not, since Austria and Prussia have 
noted with as little consideration for. Denmark, 
with ns little regard to the equities of'the case, as 
the Dict itself. These {two Powers’ will have 
made a false reckoning if they suppose that the 
other Powers of Europe will look quietly on while 
they carry out achemes of aggression, and bring 
their huge military forces fo bear upon a weal 
State, ‘Their object may be to despoil a monarch of 
his provinces, or to deprive the Danes and Stes- 
wigers ani Holsteiners of freedom, or to leave 
the Danish monerel.y intact, but.make it.a mere 
dependency of Germany, In either cnse theeffect 
of their high-handed proceedings upon the na- 
tions of Europe, not. Germen, will be the same. 
There is something so utterly unfair in the re- 
fusal to grant w delay, absolutely necessary for 
the performance ef the very thing they require 
to see dccomplished, that the public opinion of 
non-German Europe is certain to set in with. a 
strong current against those who have acted with 
suck urrogance. The Governments..of Austria 
and Prussia won for themselves no inconsidera- 
ble rate of public approval when’ they etepped 
in between the Diet and Det.mark, because it was 
assumed that they did so with the object of pre- 
serving the peace, and finding tho least obje 
tionable mode of settling thia embarrassing di: 
pote, But nuw opinion, the moral force of Ku- 
rope; will turn ngainst them; for public-opinion 
has been deveived. The two powers, supposed 
to ba directed by. men of sagacity, having some 
sense of their European obligations, ccased to be 
peacemakers. Whatover the force may be that 
impels them, whatever the motives, whatever the 
play of intrigue behind and under tho stage, they 


Tn the lattor cnee they |- 
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have acted ns tecklessty and roughly 
tional Verein which they affect 'to despise. Wor 
this.they will certainly be held responsible, and 
will one day. sooner or Inter. have to pay. But 
in the-meantime Europé.may suffer unheard-of 
calamitics, and the’ prosperity of peace may be 
suddenly exchanged for all the miseries and crimes 
of war. Should that be eo, it woulduot be forgotten 
that the work of destruction has been the work of 
two Powers slipposed hitherto to be conservative: 
and if any misfurtunes befall them, and itienot im= 
probable, any way it is certain, that they too will 
reap whatthey have sown, theverdict of European 
opinion will be that they have get their deserts. 
We-do not doubt that Austria-has entered into, 
thie broad path with gront reluctance. But her 
misgivinge, her sense of the danger -of follow- 
ing Prussia, her good intention... will not save hen 
irom the penaltienenll- have to pay who, whether 
in atrength or in weakness, ‘commit errors and 
erimes. “It is a bravo satire on the common sense 
supposed to prevail in this materinlisticcentury, 
that the two Powers most interested in seeing that 
peace is kept; the two Powers having the most to 
lose, the two Powers: who profess to stand the 
most doggedly and loyally on the ancient ‘ways, 
should be ro rendy to provoke war, because one 
is too ambitions and che other too wenk, and each. 
one too jealous of the othot todo what is expe 
dient, a8 well aa fair and upright. . After all, the 
torrent of passion flowing over Germary haa car- 
ried along with it-cven Gount Rechberg, and M. 
de Bismark who iz lavish in tho expendituro of 
his abuse of public opinion. The Great Germans 
are only guing with the stenm to which the Small 
Germans liad already committed their frail barks; 
and they now run the same risk of wreck upon 
the rocks and shoals, but alittle way before them. 
That, however, does not alter the relation of the 
rest of Europe to these acts of folly and injusties. 
Our risk of’ suffering for instance, is just tho 
same; for we, at all events, and it is as well thet 
Austria and Prussia sliould know. it, shall not be 
found wanting in our duty:to Europe and to 
ourselves. :
